Tells Lions About 


"Fourth Estate” 


W illiam S. Kellogg, 
president of 
the California N ew spaper Publishers 
Association, yesterday told the Palm 
Springs Lions Club, how the term , 
“Fourth Estate,” originated, as ap­ 
plied to the new spaper profession. 
“T urn back the pages of tim e to 
about the year 1768,” he said. “The 
scene, the dignified English parlia­ 
m ent in full session. 
The speaker, 
that great British orator and states­ 
man, Edm und Burke, who said: 
“ ‘G entlem en, I stand here before 
you in this ancient and honorable 
house . . . and I see three estates 
. . . Lords Tem poral . . . Lords S pir­ 
itual . . . and Commons . . . but gen­ 
tlemen, yonder I see another estate 
—yonder, above us in the reporters’ 
gallery. 
“ ‘And I tell you, gentlem en; I tell 
you that it is my firm conviction and 
belief, that this Fourth Estate shall 
in its tim e be the m ost powerful, the 
most influential, the most im portant 
estate of all!’ ” 
In addition to being the head of 
the new spaper m en’s association, Mr. 
Kellogg is 
president 
and 
general 
m anager of the G lendale News-Press 
and vice-president of the California 
Associated Dailies. He had a speak­ 
ing engagem ent in San Francisco on 
W ednesday and flew south to a d ­ 
dress the 
Palm 
Springs 
club on 
Thursday. 
The speaker dw elt at length on 
the im portance of “Freedom of the 
Press", saying, “A free press is no 
publisher’s right. It is the sole right 
of a free people, and new spapers are 
but trustees of that right.” 
The speaker was obtained through 
the efforts of Harold Barkow, editor 
of The D esert Sun, and Barkow in ­ 
troduced the speaker to the club.

Police Department 


At the request of a num ber of lo­ 
cal gram m ar school boys, C hief W. 
H. Bispham on M ay 2 organized a 
Palm Springs Junior Police D epart­ 
ment, which now num bers seven of­ 
ficers. 


The personnel of the Junior P o­ 
lice D epartm ent, a secret service or­ 
ganization, is know n only to Chief 
of Police Bispham and Miss Finchy, 
principal of the Frances S. Stevens 
school, w ith whom the officers of 
the junior departm ent are working. 
The 
Junior 
Police 
D epartm ent 
boasts a chief of police, two police 
captains, and four regular officers 
—seven departm ent m em bers in all. 
It consists of two divisions, 
each 
guided by a captain. 
The 
“home 
division” polices the school grounds, 
and the “field division” polices the 
residential and business districts of 
the village. 
The Junior Police D e­ 
partm ent can be very useful in de­ 
tecting and catching youthful delin­ 
quents, according to Chief of Police 
Bispham.

Chief Bispham adm inistered the 
oath of office to the young boy chief 
of the junior departm ent, 
who 
in 
turn him self sw ore in his six offi­ 
cers. 


The boy police officers have w ork­ 
ed up a sketch of w hat they would 
like to have as the regulation badge 
of the Junior Police 
D epartm ent.

some m ethod of financing the p u r­ 
chase of these badges for the depart­ 
ment.
